La Follette has gone in defense of his war rec- 
ord, and rapprochement is no longer possible. 
As in 1920-21, these progressives will be put to 
it to maintain their status as liberals in spite 
of the determination of the senator's friends 
lhat none who do not either approve or waive 
his war record shall survive in active politics. 


When the Ip20-21 session was approaching 


the Tribune counseled these members that only 
by sotting up an aflirmative progressive pro- 
pram, and making an offensive for it, could 
they meet the old expedient of labeling all who 
disagree with the senator 
as 
reactionaries. 


This they failed to do, at least in a systematic 
manner. The junior college, bill was their one 
substantial bid for leadership in politicaUpro- 
gress. True it was fundamental—a thing of 
far-reaching influence—but alone it could not 
be called a program. 
It was vetoed by the 


governor, but with the backing which it gather- 
ed from farm and labor organizations, it will 
come again to the fore. Outside of this measure, 
(he anti-La Follette progressives made largely 
a negative record in the last session, and went 
to the state with a negative or "anti" political 
program which brought them defeat in Sep- 
tember. 


What will these men do in the coming ses- 


sion'.' 
Prison reform, unemployment, the jun- 


ior college, old age dependency, farm credits 
and further development of marketing, high- 
way making and tax readjustment are among 
the problems that crowd upon the 
common- 


wealth. 
The- field is wide, with a great fair- 


way for progress before us. Khali these prob- 
lems again be surrendered to those who fly the 
La Follette flag as the rights and hereditaments 
of those who t h i n k Germany had a right 
to 


{-ink the Lusitania? Have those who think that 
inhumanity sometimes calls for the inhumanity 
of war in defense of the humanity of peace, no 
gospel of their own touching that broader hu- 
manity that demands of government paternal 
care of the welfare of citizens in distress, that 
demands of the strong active responsibility for 
the weak, and that sees in just opportunity for 
all groups and classes the cornerstone of the 
foundations of democracy? 


These be positive things. 
Negative pro- 


grams can not touch them. They make their 
appeal to generosity, not to the self-interest 
now too much drawn upon for political motive. 
They are constructive and practical, aiming at 
higher future quality of citizenship based upon 
a general diffusion of opportunity and well be- 
ing, rather than serving contemporary greed. 
Here is a field of true statesmanship that tow- 
ers above the purely economic 
political im- 


pulses of the moment. Drab beside it is the 
sordid quarrel over who shall have and who 
shall pay, which ignores the greater thing of 
what men and women shall come to be. The 
history which its leaders will one day 
make 


will be a bright page compared with 
that 


which holds life no greater than comfort, safe- 
ty and material gain. The latter creed can not 
long continue to hold its head high against a 
philosophy which values human daring and 
sacrifice, that puts the character of life above 
its security, and that has ever a flaming sword 
in a righteous cause. 


In a word, there is a. progressive cause 


whose economic side, instead of being an end, 
is 'out a means to greater ends in whose elements 
are numbered the intellectual and spiritual de- 
velopment of the human kind, sympathetic h'u- 
rnaii fellowship, benevolence, nobility.

crying for leadership, for interpretation, for 
expression.

But 
people are noticing that these crises never turn 
out as badly as expected; the clouds are more 
terrifying than the storms that follow.

common sense. We have taken and withstood 
the shock of industrial depression, natural re- 
action of the war. Our outlook is bright, where 
a year ago it was uncertain. 


Europe will be slower to recover, for its 


damage was greater. 
But 
conditions 
over 


there, while bad, are far better than even the 
most optimistic hoped for when the last shot 
was fired in France. 


Convalescence .from a critical illness re-
